U. S. Vessel Clears 


With Cargo for Soviet 


NEW ORLEANS, July 21.—(UP) 
The first ship sailing under the Ameri- 
can flag ever to transport a cargo di- 
rect to Russia since the establishment 
of the soviet regime in that county 
cleared port here today, loaded with 
13,000 bales of cotton for Leningrad. 

The ship, S. S. Quinstock, was com- 
manded by Captain R. Hansen, and is 
owned by Lykes’ Brothers-Ripley 
Steamship Company. 

Foreign vessels have transported 
cargoes directly from gulf ports to 
Russian ports, but American vessels 
have carried their cargoes to other 
European ports for trans-shipment to 
Russia since the refusal of the United 
States to recognize the soviet regime. 

It is expected that at least half 
the 70,000 bales of cotton to be pur- 
chased in America by Russia, through 
a joan arranged with the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation, will be car- 
ried by American ships.

NEW WORKS PLANS 


Part of Federal Building 
Program Is Believed In- 
cluded in List. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—()— 
A new list of public works projects 
was approved today by President 
Roosevelt, as his aids announced 


funds already allotted would provide 
enough direct employment to give 
every jobless man in the nation a 
week’s work. 

The nature of the projects approved 
was not disclosed, but they were be- 
lieved to be part of the federal build- 
ing program under consideration by 
the cabinet board for public works, 
or the rivers and harbors and flood 
control proposals which the president 
ordered restudied. 

Distribution of the $3,300,000,000 
public works fund was expected to be 
speeded by the two conferences held 
today between the chief executive and 
Secretary Ickes, his public works ad- 
ministrator. 

Assistant Secretary Woodring, of 
the war department, announced at the 
White House that he, the president 
and Ickes had agreed to allocate from 
the public works fundsg sufficient 
money to maintain the army arsenals. 

The army asked for $13,000,000 
for the manufacture of ammunition, 
but the cabinet board had not acted 
on this or other war department esti-

Civil war again threatens to disrupt

The national government force, va- 
riously estimated at from 50,000 to 
100,000 men, is preparing to cross 
swords with 50,000 disorganized, be- 
draggled warriors of General Feng 
Yu-hsiang, who objects to Nanking’s 
desire for peace with Japan and 
wishes the government to denounce 
the Tangku armistice.

were incorrect. 

Evidence also developed showed 
that on December 28, 1930, the pub- 
lic service commission of Georgia 
adopted the emergency increase of 
railroad rates without a single ex- 
ception. 

The evidence also showed that 
Georgia enjoyed a peculiar distinc- 
tion in this respect, as most of the 
public service commissions in other 
states made long lists of exceptions. 

The evidence also showed that the 
members of the commission issued 
statements that they could not have 
done otherwise than to adopt the 
emergency rates in their entirety. 
This unanimous statement by the 
five members of the public service 
commission demonstrated beyond 
doubt their incompetence and total 
ignorance .of the law in approving 
or disappreving freight rates. 

The evidence showed that tele- 
phone rates had been greatly in- 
creased in this state from their pre- 
war levels, and that no effort had 
been made by the public service com- 
mission to lower them. 

Stock, Bond Issuance. 

The evidence also demonstrated 
that issuance of stocks and bonds 
was granted by all members of the 
public service commission to some 
of the public utilities without prop- 
er consideration by the public service 
commission. 

The evidence also demonstrated 
that the light and power rates of 
all of the power companies in Geor- 
gia were too high. 

The evidence also demonstrated a 
high valuation of all of the property 
of the public utilities for rate-mak- 
ing purposes. This was especially 
noticeable when the returns of the 
public utility property for taxation 
were observed. 

The evidence also.developed that 
the members of the public service 
commission had exercised no dili- 
gence in procuring intelligent valua- 
tion and keeping progressive valua- 
tion on the public utilities over 
which they had supervision. 

The evidence also showed that 
Chairman James A. Perry alter- 
nated with the Georgia Power, Com- 
pany in using a youn, lady from 
the Georgia Power Company as sec- 
retary. To clarify the above state- 
ment, Mr. Perry hired a young lady 
as secretary who was then employed 
by the Georgia Power Company. 
This young lady worked for the pub- 
lic service commission for a_ few 
months and would then go back to 
the power company, then be recalled 
to the public service commission 
where she has worked until this 


date. 
Woodruff Letters Cited. 
The evidence also demonstrated 
that Mr. A. J. Woodruff wrote let- 


ters to bus companies suggesting the 
employment of his son, William 
Woodruff, as a lawyer by the bus 
companies over which the _ public 
service commisison has supervision 
and control. 

The evidence also demonstrated 
that A. J. Woodruff and Walter C. 
McDonald had requested the issu- 
ance of passes to individuals by bus 
companies over which the public serv- 
ice commission has supervision and 
control. 

The evidence demonstrated and it 
was admitted by Jule W. Felton 
and Perry Knight that they rode on 
and used passes on the railroads and 
identification cards on buses.

The history of the multiplication 
of these disappearing species of 
wild life can be repeated, according 
to Dr. H. C. Bryant, of the federal 
park service, with every other ani- 
mal species having its natural habi- 
tat in North America. 

Georgia wild life has increased in 
the same manner under the protec- 
tion of the state game and fish com- 
mission. A few years ago deer had 
been exterminated in all but 18 
counties of the state, located in the 
coastal section. They are now to 
be found in from 60 to 70 counties 
and are rapidly increasing, adding 
largely to the attractiveness of the 
state as a hunter’s paradise. The 
same increase holds true in the case 
of other types of wild life in 
Georgia. 

The federal and state govern- 
ments stepped in just in time to 
save from entire annihilation some 
of the most interesting and useful 
species of America’s wild life, and 
their steady increase under govern- 
ment protection preserves a valu- 
able national resource.

“| month, 
Hearings Completed. 

Three hearings, on shipbuilding, 
electrical and cloak and suit codes 
were completed, with labor and capi- 
tal far at odds on terms and indica- 
tions that President Roosevelt might 
have to step in to adjust the mat- 
ter as he finally did on the cotton 
textile code. 

Today the chief executive spread 
the benefits of the cotton e's la- 
bor terms to the knit underwear and 
textile finishing industries, which to- 
gether employ workers estimated at 
considerably more than 200,000.

Anglo 
Catholicism. 


The biggest open-air altar ever 
erected in England will be conse- 
crated during a commemoration serv- 
ice of the Oxford Movement. The Ox 
ford Movement was the religious 
awakening inaugurated by Rev. John 
Newman, who later left the Anglican 
Communion to go over to the Roman 
Catholic church, wherein Pope Leo 
XIII made him a cardinal. He is the 
author of the well-known hymn “Lead, 
Kindly Light,” and the finest writer 
of English of our century. The Ox- 
ford Movement came as a sort of 
counter movement against evangelic 
Protestantism, introduced into the 
Anglican Communion by Rev. John 
Wesley. It has grown in our time to 
large proportions and is now better 
known as Anglo-Catholicism. Yet 
it has nothing to do with Rome, 
The Vatican does not: recognize the 
Anglo-Catholics and considers them 
schismatics. Yet from their side the 
Anglo-Catholics have gone so far in 
following the usages, the ritual and 
rubric of the Roman Catholic church 
that with the exception of fhe lan- 
guage, which remains English instead 
of Latin, there is practically no dif- 
ference in the celebration of the serv- 
ice of the mass in the two churches, 
Doctrinally there are big differences 
of course. The Anglo-Catholics do 
not, that is not all of them, recognize 
the supremacy of the Roman pontiff. 
They also claim that the Church of 
England, whose founder was St. Au- 
custine, has remained true to the an- 
cient traditions. 

Rome denies this. On the great al- 
tar that is being erected, however, the 
frontals will be embellished with de- 
signs of an oak tree representing the 
English church, and on the main 
trunk will be impaled the arms of the 
Sees of York and of Canterbury. On 
each side of the main cross will be 
seen the arms of the Sees of Rome 
and of Constantinople. It should be 
remembered that the English church 
is in full communion with the eastern 
church, that is, the Greek Orthodox. 
Many in England have hoped for a 
reunion of Rome and Canterbury and 
once there were unofficial negotia- 
tions going on at the palace of Car- 
dinal Mercier in Belgium.

It is recognized by those 
charge of the cotton acreage re- 
duction plan for this year that, if 
it is successful in bringing prices 
ranging above 12 cents for this 
year’s crop, the absence of a mei 
trol movement next year would re- 
sult in the planting of a bumper 
crop likely to undo all the good 
accomplished towards the reduction 
of the present heavy load of carry- 
over cotton. 

A 16,000,000-bale crop next year 
would find the prdducers in little 
better condition in the fall than 
they were before the recent rise 
jn prices, with cotton again going 
begging at 6 or 7 cents a pound. 

To prevent any such catastrophe, 
the federal farm administrators, | 
while the plans for this year’s acre- 
age reduction are still to be ac- 
tually applied, are looking ahead to 
1934. Representatives of both 
growers and of the cotton industry | 
will be called to Washington for | 
the formulation of tentative plans | 
which will hold next year’s planting | 
within reasonable limits. | 

Hundreds of plans have been re-| 
ceived by the department from cot- 
ton growers and handlers during 
the past few months. Experts of 
the department of agriculture and 
the newly appointed farm admin- 
istrators have given careful study 
to each of these plans, and from 
them have been selected for study 
all which give promise of being use- 
ful in bringing about the end 
sought.

Dr. Bessie Randolph 
New Hollins Head 


HOLLINS COLLEGE, Va., July 
21.—(#)— Dr. Bessie Carter Ran- 
dolph, a graduate of Hollins College 
in the class of 1912 and professor of 
political science at the Florida State 
College for Women in Tallahassee, 
has been elected president of Hollins 
to succeed Miss Matty L. Cocke, who 
has been elected president emeritus, 
the board of trustees anounced to- 
day. 

Dr. Randolph received her. master 
of arts degree from Radcliffe College 
in 1916 and her Ph. D. from the same 
institution in 1926. in the special 
field of international law. From 1924- 


28 she was 2 Carnegie fellow in in-. 


ternational law. 


Reactions to the program were 
slow in coming in, but questions were 
numerous. 

Applies to Everybody. 

For the present Johnson and his 
assistants were refusing to give offi- 
cial interpretations on the agree- 
ment’s many-sided provisions. Infor- 
mally they say this: 

It applies to everybody everywhere 
who employs more than two workers. 

There is no provision for blanket 
exception of any class of employers 
and only individual cases complain- 
ing of hardship will get consideration. 

Organized public opinion and indi- 
vidual conscience will be the only 
compulsion. All signers pledge them- 
selves to speed in a code of fair com- 
petition to supplant the voluntary 
agreement by September 1, but the 
law makes no shies for presenta- 
tion of a code by professional groups 
such as doctors, lawyers, architects, 
specifying only trades and industries. 
If professionals present one it will 
be given consideration. 

In eutting working hours to 35 for 
mechanical and actory workers, 
hourly rates must be raised above the 
minimum of 40 cents if necessary to 
give the employe at least the same 
pay he received each week on a longer | 
schedule. 

Family operations which are not 
partnerships, where a father employs 
his children, are subject to exactly 
the same terms as all other busi- 
nesses. Newsboys and salesmen on 
commission generally may be exempt- 
ed but that is up to ‘sania deci- 
sion by Johnson himself. 

No Large Classes. 

Only a few individual specialists 
are to be allowed under the special 
exemption of hour limits for contin- 
uous processes, no big class of. work- 
ers being let in. 

Johnson telegraphed chambers of 
commerce all over the country to 
help by naming local committees of 
community leaders to run the local 
campaigns which will be mainly re- 
lied upon to put the thing across. 
Simultaneously state groups were 
being named to-keep an eye on prog: 
ress. Johnson himself may deliver a 
national addresg but he has not de- 
cided. 

_ A code for the lace manufacturing 
industry was among those presented 
to Johnson today. It was submitted 
by the American Lace *Manufactur- 
ers’ Association, representing approx- 
imately 75 per cent of the industry. 

A 40-hour week with a minimum 
wage of $13 weekly was called for 
by the proposed agreement. Appren- 
tices and outside employes would be 
exempted from the code’s operations. 
or tentative agreement would 
lifhit machine operation to two shifts 
of 40 hours each per week and minors 
below 16 would be barred from em- 
ployment. A public hearing will be 
held on the code July 28. 


SOUTHERN CONFECTIONERS 
ADOPT WAGE, HOUR CODE 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. July 21.— 
(P)—A code of fair competition, set- 
ting minimum wages of $12 weekly 
for women and $15 for men for a 
44-hour week has been adopted by 
the Southern Wholesale Confection- 
ers’ Association. 

The code, adopted in the annual 
convention here yesterday, will be 
submitted to General Hugh S. John- 
son, administrator of the N. I. R. A., 
and on approval by President Roose- 
velt will become effective. 

Approximately 2,400 employes in 
Alabama, Virginia, North and South 
Carolina, Tennessee, Georgia, Florida, 
Mississippi and Louisiana will come 
under the provisions of the code. 

James J. Reiss, of New Orleans, 
was re-elected president along with 
all other officers, and H. FE. Gilliam, 
of Lynehburg, Va.; H. M. Payne, 
of Atlanta, Ga.; B. M. Thornton, of | 
Jacksonville, -Fla.; J. T. Southgate, | 
| of Birmingham, and J. A. Badeaux, 
|of Thibodaux, La.,* were elected as 
‘new members of the board of direc- 
‘tors. The board will select next year's

WORKERS SEEK TO FORCE | 
FIRM TO ESTABLISH CODE) 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 21.— 
(P)—A petition seeking to force the 
Unit Stove & Furnace Company, of 
Birmingham, to establish a’ woeking 
agreement with its workers today was 
filed on behalf of the employes by 
Yelverton Cowherd, attorney. 

The petition, addressed to General 
Hugh S. Johnson, administrator of 
the N. I. R. A., avers that Elmer 
Leopolds an executive of the company, 
promised the workers a 10 per cent 
increase if they would not form a 
union. Leopold declined to make & 
statement.

LOAN HEADQUARTERS 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(4)— 
New Orleans today was selected as 
headquarters for the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation in Louisiana. The! 
Federal Home Loan Bank board, set- | 
ting up the corporation, announced | 
also that Shreveport, Baton Rouge, 
Lake Charles, Monroe and Alexan- 
j dria would be branch offices.

TIME LIMIT 
e ON CODES. 

In order to assist these trades and 
industries which are not sufficiently 
organized to present their codes in 
representative fashion and to help 
compose the difficult problems in 
other trades and industries where 
economic differences have delayed 
the submission of codes it is assumed 
that to all trades or industries which 
have not submitted codes under Nec- 
tion 3(A), by September 1, 1933, 
the president will begin to hold hear- 
ings under Section 3(D) as fast as 
proper notice can be given and hear- 
ings arranged. 

So much for codes: The plan to 
create nation-wide re-employment by 
presidential agreements is as follows: 


PRESIDENT’S 
s RE-EMPLOYMENT DRIVE. 

A truce on selfishness. Before 
Labor Day—six weeks away—it is 
possible to golve the proble*: of re- 
employment through individual agree- 
ments with the president. But to do 
this the country must act quickly, 
vigorously, and boldly, as one man— 
get together in one powerful effort— 
declare a truce on selfishness. 

In this mass attack on depression 
there is a clear-cut part for every 
group. Members of each group are 
invited to become members of N. R. 
A. on the plan set forth in this 
bulletin. 


The employers’ part is to act at, 
once and all together to submit and > 


scrupulously comply with agreements 


with the president to shorten hours— 
and raise wages and to co-operate |. 


with employes in peaceful adjustment 
of ‘ differences. e way to make 
these agreements is shown in Para- 


raph 7. 

: The employes’ part is to do their 
best on the job and to co-operate 
with N. R. A. and employers in 
peaceful adjustment of differences. 
More can be done now for workers 
through this co-operation of 125,000,- 
000 people than can ever be done by 
discord and dispute. 

The public’s part—and especially 
the part of women (who control the 
bulk of buying)—is to support all 
those employers and employes who 
do their parts to put breadwinners 
back to work. 


EMPLOYERS’ BADGE 
e OF CO-OPERATION. 

For the public to do its part, it 
must know which enyployers have 
done their part to put people back 
to work by making these agreements 
with the president and by codes. 

Every industry and every employer 
who has agreed with the president on 
this plan, or who has had approved 
a code covering the vital subject of 
re-employment, will be enrolled as a 
member of N. R. A. and given a cer- 
tificate and a government badge 
showing the seal of N. R. A. and 
the words: “Member N. R. A. We 
Do Our Part.” 

It will be authorized to show this 
badge on all its equipment, goods, 
communications, and premises. Lists 
of all employers authorized to use 
this badge will be on file at all post- 
offices so that any misrepresentation 
by unauthorized use of! N. R. A, 
badges can be prevented. 

EMPLOYERS’ AGREEMENTS 

> WITH PRESIDENT. 
During the three days beginning 


July 27, letter carriers will deliver 
at each place of business a message 


from the president, accompanied by | 


a copy of the form for the presi- 
dent’s re-employment agreement: A 
certificate of compliance form, and a 
return envelope addressed to the dis- 
trict office of thé department of com- 
merce. Any employer who has not 
received this material by July 29 
can obtain it from his local post- 
master. 

Each employer who wants to do 
his part will sign the agreement and 
mail it in the return envelope. 

On or after August 1, each em- 
ployer who has signed his agreement 
and put it into effect may sign the 
certificate of compliance, take it to 
his postoffice, and receive the posters, 
etc., which evidence his membership 
in the N. R. A 

The district 
ment of commerce will prepare each 
week a list of agreements received 
from each town, and will send one 
copy to Washington and one copy 
to the postoffice, where it will be 
posted for public inspection. Post-

Upon application 
to the state recovery board by any 
state labor, manufacturing, trade, 
civic, social-service or welfare asso- 
ciation, organization, or club, the 
presiding officer thereof is entitled, 
ex-officio, to membership on the state 
recovery council. 

The function of the council is to 
recommend to the board any neces- 
sary action with regard to the organ- 
ization presided over by any member 
of the council, to request the serv- 
ices of the board and of N. R. A. 
in any proper matter to the end of 
perfecting and strengthening any 
such organization, and to assist to 
make available to the administration 
of N. R. A, the services of any such 
organization. 


| y) GENERAL STATEMENT. 
e OF POLICY AND PURPOSE. 


There is no force here except of 
conscience and opinion. This is an 
appeal to those good instincts of our 
people which have never been be- 
sought in vain. But it is not a bally- 
hoo campaign. 

The plan is new; the agreement is 
not simple and a thorough public 
program of explanation is needed 
and will be carried out. 

After four years of hopeless and 
seemingly helpless suffering and in- 
action, it would be unforgivable not 
to open to the country the chance 
it now has under this law to unite 
once more to overcome an emergency 
and, it may be, to defeat depression. 

This is a test of patriotism. It is 
the time to demonstrate the faith of 
our fathers and our belief in our- 
selves. We are a people disciplined 
by demoeracy to a_ self-control— 
sufficient to unite our purchasing 
power—our labor—our management 
power to carry out this great na- 
tional covenant with vigor, with de- 
termination but with the calm com- 
posure and fair-play which should 
always mark the American way.

Probably no other sporting event, unless it be the | 

Olympic games, has caused so much international ill- | 
will. American tennis players have come away with 
ruffled spirits for some years. This is probably because 
they have lost since the last of the great American ten- 
nis players, Bill Tilden, turned professional.

HELEN WILLS DECRIES AMATEUR RULES. 

It is interesting to note that Mrs. Helen Wills Moody, who 
won the English championships for the sixth consecutive year, 
has decided that the strict amateur rules do a great deal of harm 
and that the terms ‘‘amateur”’ and ‘“‘professional”’ are artificial. 

In this week’s article in The Saturday Evening Post, Mrs. | 
Moody says, in part: 


“To be quite frank, | came to a conclusion which I would not have 
admitted before—I believe, now, that the terms ‘amateur’ and ‘pro- 
fessional’ in sport are artificial terms—even false. They are man-made 
rules which attempt to gather to themselves a certain moral importance. 
They are law in sport which, instead of helping to keep it pure, only 
serves to complicate. If there were no distinction between argateur and 
professional, it is quite likely that large sums wouldn't be offered to 
players to turn professional. 

“An unnecessary law results in confusion and makes greater the 
number of ‘criminals.’ It may well be said that ‘professionalism is the 


prohibition of sport.’ . | 

‘“‘A delicate point is involved, related to the past, which has an 
English origin. The word ‘sport’ in England has a holy significance. | 
It has been an activity indulged in for hundreds of years by people of | 
leisure. ‘Sport for the sake of sport’ is what you hear repeated. Even 
the possession of a keen desire to win is conside:ed to be in bad form. 
It is not unusual to hear an Englishman say at Wimbledon, when de- 
feated, ‘Well, you know, | only play for the fun of it.’ 

“But the world changes. I! have played in tennis tournaments for 
13 years, have known amateurs and professionals, and a few amateurs | 
who could have been called professionals, had it been kKhown that they 
were breaking the rule. I have not, as far as I know, ever broken the 
rule. 

“But | do believe that the rule has survived from another era and 
that it is artificial and man-made, and has not the deep significance 
which .has hitherto been attached to it. 

“There is no need for man-made and arbitrary rules in sport. 
Whether people are amateurs or professionals, they classify themselves 
quickly enough. If a player is a good sportsman, it is soon bean. | 
If he loves the game, it is known too. And these two things are, in 
my opinion, after all, the most important in any sport.”’ 


Ail of which is true enough but will not please the U. S. L. 
T. A. one whit. The amateur-rulings of various organizations 
need revising. |

ROOSEVELT EXPECTS 
W. E. C. TO RECONVENE 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—() 
President Roosevelt expects the 
London conference to reconvene 
in the fall and was said today to 
be hopeful of some accomplish- 
ment, 

The president was said to be par- 
ticularly anxious that before the 
parley adjourns next week it 
make some kind of progress to- 
ward world wheat control and 
the improvement of silver. 

If only a little can be done for 
these things now he thinks that it 
should be done-and more attempt- 
ed later. 
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LONDON, July 21.—(UP)—tThe 
United States today ignored an al- 
most unanimous verdict that the 
world economic conference is dead 
and proceeded to submit a recess pro- 
gram calling on nations to abandon 
economic warfare and co-operate to- 
ward world recovery by progressive 
reduction of trade barriers. 

The proposed new truce, submitted 
by Secretary Cordell Hull with a 
covering letter, would be effective 
when the present tariff truce ends, 
that is, at the conclusion of the con- 
ference which goes into a recess later 
this week but probably will not ad- 
journ until the last of this year. 

The American program was design- 
ed carefully to enable President 
Roosevelt’s domestic recovery program 
to proceed unhampered, and also to 
give him plenty of opportunity to ne- 
gotiate for bilateral trade agreements. 

Hull’s proposal was submitted at a 
public meeting of the economic com- 
mission, with Hendrix Colijn presid- 
ing. There was virtually no discus- 
sion, but Hull’s letter said that, al- 
though the conference is recessing 
without completing its work, “it is 
to be hoped that after and during the 
recess, the governments will carry out 
the fundamental purpose of the con- 
ference.” 

The covering letter showed a three- 
point plan: 

1—To continue the tariff truce. 

2—To reduce trade barriers. 

3—Proposals regarding the 
favored nation clause.

The lottery companies, in some 
unknown manner, obtained the correct 
figures after a great deal of trouble 
aid paid off on that basis. Their cus- 
tomers, alarmed over the fact that 
the newspapers showed one set of 
numbers and the lott@ries claimed an- 
other set to be the winnin’ numbers, 
were upset, charging the lottery 
= with defrauding and cheating 
them, 


1,000-to-1 Chance. 


_ Officers investigating lottery activi- 
ties reported that the greatest danger 
to the bettor is not that his numbers 


chances, but that if he does won he 
probably will not collect. 


“Lottery customers are just plain 
suckers,” the officers said. “The 
gamble on very hazardous odds wit 
the almost certain result that, even if 
their luck should be with them in se- 
lecting the right numbers, their luck 
deserts them as soon as they seek to 
collect. The lottery sponsors are with- 
out any sort of honor, and a sucker 
is just another victim to them. It’s 
a case of all for the lottery man and 
none for the customer.” 


Investigators revealed that a large 
proportion of killings among neg ges 


‘dontidae are quiescent in the streams 


are traceable to the lottery racket; 
that negroes have been killed when 
they went to collect their winnings, 
so as to. refuse payment and prevent 
any howls coming from the yictims. 
Reports of great winnings in the Jot- 
tery game come chiefly from the paid 
‘“pnuffers” or “boosters” of the lot- 
tery bankers, who exhibit large bills 
and claim to have “just made a hit 
on the numbers,” officers said. 


Bettors Make Complaints. 


Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
said that he has had scores of com- 
plaints from persons who gambled 
with the lottery men, only to be re- 
fused payment, either on the ground 
that the writer who obtained the 
business “is not employed by us,” or 
that the “bank is broke and the com- 
pany is going out of business.” When 


the bank “breaks,” the sponsors im- 
mediately organize a new company 
and seek fresh suckers, Boykin said. 

One of the principal aids of the lot- 
tery men in promoting business is 
the sale of a weekly pamphlet known 
as “The Bug,” Boykin said. The lot- 
tery men also sell a book known as 
the “Wizard’s Dream Book,” in which 
the victim is told that if he dreams 
of the moon and green cheese, a cer- 
tain combination of numbers is lucky 
for him in the following day’s betting 


“The Bug” sells among negroes and 
illliterate white persons for $1 a 
copy, and the contents include num- 
bers apparently picked at random as 
lucky numbers for the week, on the 
idea that the suckers fall for numbers 
picked by “experts.”

SPINNING INDUSTRY 
HITS NEW HlGh MARK 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—(4)— 
United States cotton spinning opera- 
tions reached a new high record of 
activity during June. 

They operated at 129.1 per cent of 
their capacity on a single shift basis. 
This was a sharp advance over ac- 
tivity in May, which was at. 112.3 
per cent of capacity. 

June’s activity was more than twice 
that of the same 30-day period in 
1932, according to the monthly report 
of the census bureau today. 

Activity in June, 1932, 57.6 
per cent of capacity. 

Based on an activity of 8.96 hours 
per day the average number of spin- 
dies operated during June was 39,- 
917,475. Many of the mills ran at 
capacity around the clock with 235,- 
540,504 spindles active during the 
month. These set up a new record 
by operating an aggregate of 9,299,- 
175,026 spindle hours during the 
month, or 301 hours average for each 
spindle in place. 

Cotton growing states showed the 
most activity. They had 19,076,226 
spindles in place, of which 17,593,125 
were active during the month, whirl- 
ing an aggregate of 7,046,039,942 
spindle hours or an average of 369 
hours for each spindle in place. 

This compared with New England 
states where 10,796,098 spindles were 
in place with 7,242,362 active during 
the month. These operated an aggre- 
gate of 2,074,829,438 spindte hours,

Culbertson 
on Contract 


Creating Hidden Entries. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and 
Greatest Card Analyst. 


The average player fails to make 


a great many contracts through lack 


' 


of knowledge. If a fairly involved 
play is required, it may be unknown 
to him, or if some rather skillful 
card-reading is required, he may not 
be able to count his opponents’ hands 
accurately. On the whoie, however, 
more contracts are lost because of 
carelessness than because of ignor- 
ance. 

Certainly every Bridge player— 
even the beginner—has heard of un- 
blocking. He knows that he should 
arrange the lead so as to obtain the 
maximum number of entries in each 
hand, and when the cards involved 
are honors, he will generally do this. . 
When, however, the unblocking has 
to do with smaller cards, he will 
frequently fail to take advantage of 
his opportunities through sheer care- 
lessness. ‘The following hand is an 
example of this type of play, which 
ececurs so often that it seems a 
shame that g0 many players go wrong

The correct play is quite apparent. 
Had LDeclarer stopped to think a 
minute he would have realized that 
it was quite possible for East toe 
hold four clubs, in which case three 
finesses rather than only two were 
necessary. It was essential, there- 
fore. to attempt to establish three 
entries in Dummy. When his Ten 
of clubs held, Declarer should hava 
led the 9 of diamonds from his own 
hand rather than the deuce. Then 
when West showed out im clubs he 
could lay down the Ace of diamonds, 
dropping West’s Knave, and use the 
S-spot as an entry. Since East would 
have been forced to follow suit, the 
third finesse could have been taken 
and the contract made.

25,000 Killed and Wound- 
ed in Sanguinary En- 
gagement Which Result- 
ed in Destruction —§ of 
City. 


Today is the anniversary of an 
event of historical importance to 
southerners and Georgians and espe- 
cially to Atlantans, for on this day 
69 years ago the Battle of Atlanta was 
fought—a hot, boiling battle which 
drenched with blood the soil that is 
now covered with busy streets and 
quiet residential districts, 

This great battle was fought four 
days after the Battle of Peachtree 
Creek, in which there were 8,000 cas- 
ualties, the center of this battle being 
around what is now the site of the 
new Memorial park, on the south side 
of Peachtrée creek between North Side 
drive and Howell Mill road, and 
across Northside drive from the new 
Bobby Jones municipal golf course. 

General Sherman’s army, on the 
march down from Chattanooga, num- 
bered more than 100,000 men. When 
this great army reached Marietta it 
was separated into three corps—one 
under General Schofield, one under 
General Thomas and the third tinder 
General McPherson. They were or- 
dered to effect a junction to the east 
of Atlanta at the point where the 
Georgia railroad enters the city, the 
purpose being to cut off this main 


avenue of supply of men and food for: 


the Confederate army. 
Marched Down W. & A. 

The route of General Thomas’ corps 
was down the Western & Atlantic rail- 
road from Marietta, crossing the Chat- 
tahoochee river between Bolton and 


|Pace’s Ferry and moving toward the) 


city, where it entrenched on the north 
side of Peachtree creek between Peach- 
tree road and the Howell Mill road. 

The Confederates, on the watch for 
the oncoming enemy, had established 
their line on the hills on the south 
side of Peachtree creek reaching from 
the Jack J. Spalding home along the 
ridge and across Howell Mill road. 

The two enemies met in conflict in 
the valley of Peachtree creek with 
terrific casualties. 

Two Corps Join Forces. 

On the evening of the battle Con- 
federate couriers informed General 
Hood that two corps of the Union 
army were effecting a junction near 
the old rolling mill in the vicinity of 
Oakland cemetery. General Hood 
promptly withdrew his lines, bringing 
his force through the city and plant- 
ing them in front of the Union army 
to the east of the city. He concentrat- 
ed the forces behind the entrenchments 
surrounding the city to the north and 
brought his full force together in bat- 
tle line. 

Meanwhile General Thomas’ corps 
moved up Peachtree creek around what 
is now Tenth street and More- 
land avenue with several minor en- 
gagements, effecting a junction with 
McPherson and Schofield around the 
Oakland cemetery.

Railroad Destruction Sought. 

Sherman had descended upon At- 
lanta to destroy the railroads which 
were supplying the city and the army 
wi * and munitions. Though 
the Battle of Atlanta was lost, tWo 
of the vital railways remained in- 
tact for days after the battle <n 
July 23 a truce on the firing lines 
was declared in order to bury the 
dead.» The shelling of the city con- 
tinued, hovever. The noise and din 
of the cannon and the crash of fall- 
ing buildings was said to have been 
deafening to the helpless women .d 
children who received the baptism of 
fire while their husbands and fathers 
fought to defend- them from the in- 
vaders. 

In the days that followed, Sher- 
man moved his army southward and 
battles were fought at Jonesboro and 
on the road between Atlanta and 
that town. Wheeler’s cavalry ‘ad 
been stationed in the vicinity of De- 
catur to protect the Georgia rail- 
road, which connected Atlanta wtih 
Macon. His skirmishes during the 
fighting were many and the town of 
Decatur was little harmed during he 
period of the bombardment of Atlan- 
ta, which went on until the final sur- 
render of the city in early Septem- 
ber. A center of the fighting of July 
22, 1864, was where Grant park is 
at present—a park in which - now 
stands one of the greatest memorials 
to a bitle ever conceived and ex- 
ecuted by man. It is the world-fa- 
mous Cyclorama. 

Painted by German Artists. 
The Cyelorama was painted by a 
group.of Germau artists in Milwau- 
kee. They visited the scene of the 
battlegrounds in 1865 and caught un- 
erringly the furor, the dust, the con- 
fusion, the agony and the stress of 
the great battle. 

The picture they painted is cir- 
cular in form and embraces the Bat- 
tle of Atlanta from all directions. In 
it General Hood’s men are seen ad- 
vancing on @ stronghold of McPher- 
son’s soldiers—the whole battlefield is 
shown clearly, a most realistic and 
lasting tribute to a great battle. 

The scenes which Atlanta. wit- 
nessed 69 years ago today are thus 
preserved, in picture, in history, and 
in the minds of men who reverence 
the bravery of those few wh» so gal- 
lantly attempted to stave off the in- 
evitable overpowering weight of su- 
perior numbers.

‘U.S. BRIDGE TEAM 
INCREASES LEAD 
OVER BRITISHERS 


LONDON, July 21.—(#)—The 
American team under the leadership 
of Ely Culbertson stretched its lead 
in the international contract bridge 
tournament for a trophy posted by 
Charles M. Schwab to 9,150 points 
tonight, leaving the English quartet 
an almost hopeless task in the re- 


maining 50 boards. 

The score at the end of the 250th 
board was: United States, 83,200 
points; England, 74,050. 

The Americans pushed the lead into 
five figures for four hands, reaching 
a peak credit of 10,690 points, but 
were unable to hold it in the face of 
a determined English fight. 

The periscopes by which the observ- 
ers outside the rooms were able to 
watch the play did a thriving busi- 
ness. Among the ringside spectators 
were Mr. and Mrs. George Arliss. 
They were admitted into the playing 
rooms. 

Culbertson, who has a little side 
bet with one of the English team 
that the Americans will win the tour- 
nament by more than 10,000 points, 
said at the conclusion of tonight’s 
session : 

“It certainly is serious for England, 
and it looks like we are going to bring 
home the bacon,” 

Colonel H. M. Beasley, of the Brit- 
ish team, remarked: “I think our 
task is almost impossible now, as if 
means averaging 200 points per hand 
for the last 50 tomorrow.

AYABLEPRODICTS 
OF COTTON LISTED 


Helvering Outlines Rates 
Applicable: Under Proc- 
essing Levy Law. 


WASHINGTON, July 21.—()— 
Commissioner Helvering, of internal 
revenue, today outlined the rates ap- 
plicable to cotton products when the 
4.2-cents-a-pound tax goes into ef- 
fect upon processors on August 1. 

The 4.2-cents-a-pound rate — will 
apply to cotton that has been ginned 
at the time it is put into processing 
or manufacture. 

All cotton in process at the mo- 
ment the tax takes effect, including 
yarn, fabric, thread, twines, roving, 
silver,-laps and all other forms, will 
be taxed at the rate of 4.4184 cents 
per pound. 

The same rate would apply to the 
cotton content of any processed prod- 
uct and on separate retail stocks of 
cotton products held by a retail deal- 
er and not sold within 30 days. 

The commissioner's statement fol- 
lows: 

“The tax on cotton will take effect 
at the beginning of the marketing year, 
which has been proclaimed by the sec- 


retary of agriculture as the first mo-}. 


ment of August 1, 1933. 

“The rate of tax prescribed is 4.2 
cents per pound on the net quantity of 
the lint cotton, that is cotton which 
has been ginned at the time it is put 
into processing or manufacture. 

“In determining the net weight the 
tare or weight of tatches, ties and 
the jute or other bagging should be 
deducted from the gross weight of the 
bale. All cotton in process, at the 
moment the tax takes effect, includ- 
ing yarn, fabric, thread, twines, rov- 
ing, silver, laps and all other forms, 
will be taxed at the rate of 4.4154 
cents per pound. 

“The cotton content of any proc- 
essed product of which cotton 1s the 
component of chief value which is held 
for sale or other disposition on the 
effective date whether in the hands of 
processor, manufacturer, jobber or 
wholesaler will be taxed at the rate 
of 4.4184 cents per pound. The same 
rate of tax will apply with respect 
to separate retail stocks of cotton 
products held by a retail dealer on 
the effective date providing such prod- 
ucts are not sold or disposed of with- 
in 30 days after the effective date. 

Secretary Wallace today ordered a 
hearing here on July 31 to determine 
whether processing taxes should be 
levied on products competing with cot- 
ton, including rayon, silk, wool and 
linen.
